“He saved others; himself he cannot save,” Matthew 27:42a. 


SCRIPTURE READING: Matthew 
27:39-44. 


S WE VIEW again the scene 

of the crucifixion, our hearts 

are made to realize that God’s 
love for us can never be fathomed 
with the finite mind that we now 
have. Surely this is an expression of 
the greatest love that has ever existed, 
for only God with His inifinite love 
could have permitted such a scene as 
this to take place. 

As the event is recorded in the Gos- 
pel according to St. Matthew, we see 
Jesus being falsely accused, ridiculed, 
cursed, spit upon, beaten and finally 
led away to Golgotha to die an unde- 
served death. Even on the cross he 
was not permitted to die in peace, but 
in the midst of a blood-crazed mob 
crying out one verbal abuse after an- 
other. Hear them as they cry; “If 
thou be the Son of God, come down 
from the cross. Hail, King of the Jews. 
He trusted in God, let him deliver him 
now if he will have him.” 

Amidst all these cries of mockery 
came one that stood out above all oth- 
ers. It was not uttered by some unim- 
portant spectator, but by the ones who 
should have been doing all they could 
to help Him—the scribes, high priest 
and elders. Picture them, if you can, 
in the midst of the crowd crying over 
and over again: “He saved others; 
himself he cannot save.” d 

Never were truer words spoken than 
these, but they were spoken by men 
who did not fully understand what 
they were saying. To them they were 
only words used to ridicule Christ in 
His dying hours. Surely they were not 
admitting that He had saved others, 
but only that He had pretended to 
save others by His claim that He was 

e Messiah. 

Today the modern man might ask, 
“Tf He was the Christ, why did He not 
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cast Himself down from the cross or 
save Himself by some other miracle?” 
This was no new decision for Christ to 
make, for we can look back over His 
life and see that He continually faced 
this problem. Always the alternatives 
were there. If He is to save Himself, 
He cannot save others; if He is to save 
others, He cannot save himself. 
From the beginning of His ministry 
when Satan tempted Him in the wil- 
derness, from His mother, from His 
disciples, from the scribes, elders and 
the chief priest at the scene of the 
cross, even from the thief who was 
crucified with Him came the sugges- 
tion that there was a less costly way. 
It was not only from His friends and 
enemies that the thought came, but 
also from the Son of God Himself. 
While He was praying in the Garden 
of Gethsemane, He cried, not once but 
three times, “O my Father, if it be 
possible, let this cup pass from me.” 
Here He is asking if it were possible to 
find a less costly way of doing His in- 


tended work. In the midst of all this, 
Christ continually set His own feelings 
aside so that He could accomplish the 
work that He had started. 


HE COULD not save Him- 
self from the cross because the time 
had come for Him to make an atone- 
ment for sin, once and for all. Under 
the Mosaic law an atonement for sin 
was offered once each year by the 
high priest on the great Day of Atone- 
ment, but now Christ is abolishing 
this feast forever. While the high 
priest’s offering was for one group of 
persons, Christ’s sacrifice was for all 
people. 

In His ministry He had given ample 
proof that He was the Son of God, but 
they had rejected Him and con- 
demned him to die as a malefactor. If 
they had rejected all of His previous 
miracles, surely they would not be- 
lieve if He were to come down from 
the cross at this time. The prophets 
had told of this scene, and Christ Him- 
self had told of the death that He 
was going to die. We can wonder at 
their hardness of heart, and how they 
could be so blind as to crucify the Son 
of God, but we see the same still go- 
ing on after 2,000 years. Amid mock- 
ery and curses He chose to die, not as 
a failure as the high priest thought, 
but victoriously for the sins of the 
world. 

What the priest and scribes should 
have been saying was not, “He saved 
others; himself he cannot save;” but 
rather, “He is to save others; there- 
fore he will not save himself.” 

The events that faced Christ in His 
lifetime were real situations in which 
He had to make a real decision. Al- 
ways possible was a parting of the 
way, but He always made the choice 
that led upward. Though this

LORD. The world loves its own but not the Church of God. 
Therefore we were severely persecuted; nevertheless we 
thrived and waxed strong upon the imperishable Word of 
God. 

America, the land of a democratic people, has been the 
battle ground for two great democratic religions—Secu- 
larism and Protestantism. Secularism is led by the prince 
of this world, and Protestantism is led, like a mighty 
army, by the Prince of Peace. 

Secularism, Protestantism, and Americanism had a 
spontaneous beginning about four centuries ago. In the 
break from our medieval past, the minds of men began 
to function toward freedom of thought branching into 
two directions: one towa:d the sacred, the other toward 
the secular. A new land was discovered and was settled 
upon the basic motive of freedom. So our American her- 
itage has been built upon Protestantism. 

Shortly after the Reformation, men and women sought 
refuge for their weary souls that they might worship God 
according to the dictates of their hearts. The Renaissance 
had produced this burning desire in the hearts of men, 
but it also produced a desire to learn more about the 
things of the world. From this we have the intellectual 
revolution which eventually led to our present day in- 
dustrial revolution. Also, this has been a cornerstone in 
the foundation of our young country. 

Volumes have been written on Americanism, and books 
have been written on Protestantism. Now I would like to 
write a small article on the much neglected Secularism. 


Our country began to grow by leaps and bounds during 
the nineteenth century. The discovery of gold and natural 
resources promoted the industrial revolution and the ex- 
pansion of the frontier made this a rich and large nation 
—by far the richest in the world—and the richest nation 
in the relation between worldliness and wealth. Also it be- 
came the richest field for the growth of Secularism. 

Today, Secularism is working through the appetites and 
desires of men and women by the means of advertisement. 
The means of advertisement can only become effective 
in a highly commercialized society in which we now live. 
Men spend endless hours figuring out how they can make 
another dollar; whereas women spend endless hours try- 
ing to improve their looks and appearance. Knowing these 
basic factors toward social prestige and personal gain, 
advertisement capitalizes upon these desires. 


YEARS AGO PEOPLE were influenced by 
great men such as Wycli‘fe, Luther, Calvin, Wesley, et 
cetera. Today, whole families are being influenced by the 
selection of a certain brand of soapflakes, and a multitude 
of assorted commercial products. Let’s face it, we are in- 
fluenced by what we come in contact with everyday—the 
books we read, the people we meet, and what we see. If 
we come in contact with a certain enticing commercial 
more than we come in contact with the Word of God, it 
will eventually become accepted. We are not aware of 
these things; they slip upon us as lightning and we are 
sweeping up the remains before we realize what hit us. 
Maybe not as an organized group, but this is true of the 
individual. There cannot be a radical change in an organ- 
ization until first there is a radical change in the indi 
viduals which compose the organization. As long as man 


) cry A MIGHTY ARMY has revealed to us the his- 
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is a free moral agent there can be no eternal security be- 

cause we are subject to temptations through the lust of 

our carnal natures. By taking the road of least resist- 
nce we eventually make a radical change. 


We have seen the compromise in what we call the 
Modernist of today. Yesteryear, they were the Radicals: 
today, they are the Modernists. What kind of a religious 
cycle have they gone through? They met Secularism with 
the compromise. They said, “If we can place the amuse- 
ments and recreations within the church, we can retain 
a greater hold on the individual and exert some influ- 
ence on the kind of recreation in which our members 
participate.” They said, “We must give to the world a last- 
ing influence.” So they began building a sense of social ob- 
ligation, social justice, and civic righteousness; more stress 
upon education than conversion, training in righteous- 
ness rather than redemption, preparation for social wel- 
fare instead of a heavenly paradise. These organizations 
are now forced to drop Sunday evening services because 
the people find other things they would rather do on 
Sunday evening. No longer do their members believe they 
will pay penalties in the hereafter for playing golf on 
Sunday morning instead of going to church, or attending 
a movie instead of worship on Sunday evening. If they 
could only hear that great Man of Galilee as He tells His 
disciples from the sermon on the mount: “No man can 
serve two masters: for either he will hate the one and 
love the other; or else he will hold to the one, and despise 
the other. Ye cannot serve God and mammon.” Do you 
believe Him? You cannot look upon church as something 
to be tolerated on Sunday morning and then quite con- 
veniently forgotten for the rest of the week and still hear 
the voice of the Lonely Nazarene—“My sheep hear my 
voice.” 

The Apostle James tells us that when lust has con- 
ceived, it bringeth forth sin. From the above cycle we 
can see when Secularism conceives in an organization, it 
bringeth forth formalism. Formalism—‘“So then because 
thou art lukewarm, and neither cold nor hot, I will spue 
thee out of my mouth.” Do you believe Him? 


IN THIS WORLD of the survival of the fittest, 
there is only one person we can turn to; to become an 
overcomer; and that is the Overcomer. “Who gave him- 
self for our sins, that he might deliver us from this pres- 
ent evil world, according to the will of God and our Fa- 
ther,” Galatians 1:4. The world is just as evil today as it 
was in the time of the apostles, and, perhaps, it is a lit- 
tle more persuasive. 

The often quoted John 3:16 which states that God so 
loved the world that he gave... is past tense. God has 
given to the world all that he is going to give. Come out 
ye from among the world. We are in the world, but thank 
the Lord we are not of the world. The price God paid for 
us which are in the world was His only begotten Son. If 
there is anything which God abhors today, it is the taber- 
nacle of sins—this fictious, deceiving, intoxicating, world- 
ly world. The spirit of the world is great today, but 
“greater is he that is in you than he that is in the world.” 
It is a blessed assurance to know that that which we 
possess is eternal. “The world passeth away, and the lust 
thereof: but he that doeth the will of God abideth for- 
ever,” 1 John 2:17. 

The flesh will try to put this life ahead of the one to 

ome. The things which you do that are limited to the ma- 
rial things of this life are outlooks on life called Secu- 
larism. We should look beyond the perspective of the car, 
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the house, the TV set, and our clothes. A Buick may be a 
wonderful piece of machinery and a useful thing to have, 
but it isn’t the vehicle to get us to heaven. If you have a 
desire to enjoy the pleasures of the world, you had bet- 
ter begin to pray. From the sermon on the mount Jesus 
implied that the motive- and the desire is as great as the 
act. The motive and the desire may come, but it must be 
entertained. We find that in entertaining these thoughts 
we begin traveling the road of compromise. If it is all 
right to do that, then it must be all right to do this also. 
So, through the compromise, we find ourselves going to- 
ward the spirit of the world instead of the Spirit of God. 

One day there was a woman named Martha who had 
a Visitor come to her house, and her sister Mary sat at 
His feet to hear what He had to say. Martha was so trou- 
bled about the preparation of the meal that she told her 
Guest to tell Mary to help her with what she was doing. 
Her Guest replied, “Martha, Martha, thou art careful 
and troubled about many things. But one thing is needful, 
Mary has chosen that good part which shall not be taken 
away from her.” Has social life or many trivial things 
taken the place of the Word of God in your life? 

As long as men hate men, we shall have war. As long as 
Christian men cherish material things, we shall have 
Secularism. Materialism denies the spiritual; Secularism 
merely ignores or neglects it, limiting its scope. The av- 
erage Christian would instinctively reject materialsim, 
but, if he is even aware of its existence, it seems to him 
to be nothing more than an innocent change in view-

I’m sure each of you homemakers realize the necessity 
of salt in your kitchens. It is one of the smallest of the 
ingredients that you put into your cooking, but it is so 
important. You may feel you are the smallest in your 
church, community or home, but let’s compare your 
quiet Christian life and day-to-day consecration with a 
simple, familiar object like salt. 

Matthew 5:13 tells us: “Ye are the salt of the earth: 
but if the salt have lost his savour, wherewith shall it 
be salted? it is thenceforth good for nothing, but to be 
cast out, and to be trodden under foot of men.” 

Mark 9:49, 50 states: “For every one shall be salted 
with fire, and every sacrifice shall be salted with salt. 
Salt is good: but if the salt have lost his saltness, where- 
with will ye season it? Have salt in yourselves, and have 
peace one with another.” 

Leviticus 2:13 explains: “And every oblation of thy 
meat offering shalt thou season with salt; neither shalt 
thou suffer the salt of the covenant of thy God to be 
lacking from thy meat offering: with all thine offerings 
thou shalt offer salt.” 

We see from the two latter Scripture verses that salt 
was required in all the sacrificial offerings under the 
Law. It is just as important that we let our light shine 
before men today that they may see our good works and 
glorify our Father in Heaven. 

SALT WORKS QUIETLY. When you place a spoonful 
of salt in a kettle of beans or potatoes, it makes no noise 
at all; it goes quietly to work seeking to salt every parti- 
cle of the food the same way. We, in our neighborhood, 
can live quietly for Christ day by day, and soon others 
will see that we have been with Jesus. We won’t have to 
call out to them, “Look, I am a Christian.” They will 
know without being told. Have you ever read the poem 
that begins, “We are the only Bible this careless world 
will read”? 

SALT IS PENETRATING. The spoonful of salt in the 
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beans or potatoes does not stop with salting just the out- 
side of them, but it goes quickly to the heart of each one 
that it may be salty all the way through. We, as Chris- 


tians, can so live and consecrate our lives to God ve 


His love and grace not only permeates our own live 
but also those whose lives we touch. By His wonderful 
help, our influence may be felt in a great way. 


Salt is a white grain which might symbolize purity, for 
SALT PURIFIES. Have you ever soaked an open sore in 
salt water? It stings, but it drives out germs. We can 
have such an exemplary life that those about us will not 
wish to tell “off-color” stories, smutty jokes, et cetera, 
when we are around. Thus we can be pure not only in 
our Own minds and hearts but can cause others to be 
pure when we are near them. 

SALT SEASONS AND FLAVORS. What is the first thing 
a person reaches for after the blessing has been asked 
and the food has been served on the plates? It is salt. 
Whether one is at one’s own table or at a restaurant, the 
cook usually leaves some foods to be salted at the discre- 
tion of the one who is to eat it. He salts it to his own 
taste, whether he likes a little or a lot. Every good cook 
knows that even sweet foods such as pie and cake must 
have a bit of salt or they will taste flat. 


SALT SWEETENS. Have you ever put salt on your 
grapefruit instead of sugar, or have you put a bit of salt 
in your rhubarb or green grape pie? It sweetens. We can 
live such happy, sweet and lovely lives before others that 
they will be charmed by us. We can be so calm when 
trials come, so full of gay confidence when others find 
their lives less gratifying, so assured when others are 
afraid, that our lives can season, flavor and sweeten 
those with whom we come in contact. They will wonder 
why nothing seems to “floor” us, and then we can give 
them our simple testimony that “God is our refuge and 
strength.” We truly serve Him and expect Him to care for 
us daily; then why should we show lack of trust and con- 
fidence in Him? 

SALT MELTS ICE. Have you ever made ice cream with 
the old-fashioned hand-turned freezer? You put a layer 
of cracked ice, then a layer of salt. Have you ever sprin- 
kled salt on your doorsteps and sidewalks to melt the ice 
so that you would not fall? It really works. We, though 
we may feel very small in our community, can melt the 
icy reserve that some may build up against us if we con- 
sistently, day by day, obey Romans 12:20: “Therefore if 
thine enemy hunger, feed him; if he thirst, give him 
drink: for in so doing thou shalt heap coals of fire on 
his head.” The next verse adds, “Be not overcome of 
evil, but overcome evil with good.” I have tried this in 
my own life and have found it to be true. 

If we can be nice in the face of adverse circumstances, 
and charming when those about us are in a bad spirit, 
then we can see them “melt” when the true Spirit of God 
is near them. We can win others to Christ by being warm, 
fervent Christians. One seldom pays much attention to 
one with an indifferent spirit, but let a person become 
enthusiastic about his subject, and others will sit up and 
listen. Let us, as homemakers, be fervent in spirit toward 
Christ’s cause and win others to Him. 

SALT PREVENTS DISCOLORATION. Have you ever 
dropped freshly peeled apples, peaches or pears in a pan 
of water with a little salt in it? It will keep them from 
turning dark. So will our lives, in their influence upo

OU ARE HEREBY notified that money will not 

spoil them. Long before they determined to take up 

the holy ministry, there was a full realization that 
the pay would be disgracefully low. It is readily con- 
ceded that most men of the cloth were and are sincere 
and consider themselves called to do the greatest pos- 
sible good for their fellowmen. It is indeed amazing that 
—even though there is a great shortage—so many young 
men are sufficiently inspired to undertake the call of 
the ministry. 

Hardly receiving enough to support themselves, they 
are expected to have families and to rear and educate 
the children in accepted fashion. If they drive a small 
second-hand car the very folks who pay less than a 
dollar a year call it disgraceful. They do not receive ten 
cents a mile to travel among their parishioners—but a 
deputy sheriff does to serve divorce papers! 

It seems to be expected of the minister that he be holy 
and poor, and bluff prosperity. It is his desire to go 
about doing good and to save men’s souls; it may be sur- 
prising to know that this can be done just as well when 
decent salaries are paid. Many people are actually good 
and can do good work even though they may be able to 
pay their bills and buy a few government bonds. 

It would seem that the poorer the minister, the hap- 
pier the congregation. Why this lopsided arrangement? 
We prefer to pay $25.00 a day to the plumber for saving 
our sanitation and $7.50 a day for saving our souls. Per- 
haps there are those who argue that this is the proper 
system; they probably also advocate paying Jerry Lewis 
ten times more than President Eisenhower. 

Lincoln and Franklin did their best work after they 
had overcome poverty. A man kept poor—miserably poor 
—must, of necessity, be nice, timid, and a yes-man to 
the controlling inside clique. He, too, would love to have 
the feeling of being appreciated and to have some hope 
of security for himself and his children. 

A low sweeping bow to the men of the Christian min- 
istry; they battle on in spite of the adversity we cause 
or permit them to have. 

We call for the big-city specialist when illness strikes 
and this man of God prays for our recovery at the very 
moment when his own child must depend upon the 
home-town general practitioner. 

Let’s not be afraid that the man in the pulpit will 

ssen his affection for the members of his congrega- 

on if they pay him a respectable salary. By what cal- 
lous indifference has the hideous comparison been made 
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possible; millions for the veneer of Hollywood—thousands 
for the big executive or union boss—only hundreds for 
the indispensable man of Christ’s ministry! By this com- 
parison we operate and thoroughly enjoy doing so. 

Even more admiration for them when we know that 
they never ask for increased pay; they would probably 
be critical of the sentiments herein expressed; but they 
do have a definite right to hope for and expect suf- 
ficient income to live at least on the level with the man 
who hangs wallpaper. It is not a question of how much 
does he deserve; it is rather the question of how much 
must he have to live in peace of mind and contentedly. 

If only one half of the money spent for cocktails at 
country clubs were added to the pastors’ salary, they 
might be able to live at least on the standard equal to 
the average mechanic. 

Let’s not be in fear that an honorable pay will produce 
inefficiency in these men. Moreover, everyone interested 
in the work of the Kingdom will rejoice when the leaders 
will not need to beg or borrow. May we stop acting as 
though we really believed that adequate money would 
spoil them.—From Boulevard Magazine.

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verified the fact that the kingdom would, in its proper 
time, be restored, not to Israel but to the children of the 
kingdom. The State of Israel is now set up, not a kingdom 
with a king, but a State with a President. The kingdom 
will be for those for whom it is prepared of the Father, 
and it is His pleasure to give to us the kingdom (Luke 
12:32). 
ORDER OF COMING KINGDOM 


HIs KINGDOM WILL BE with him; he will 
first appear to those that look for him (Hebrews 9:28). 
Only to those that look for him will he appear; to others 
he will appear as a thief in the night (1 Thessalonians 
5:2). “But know this, that if the goodman of the house 
had known in what watch the thief would come, he 
would have watched, and would not have suffered his 
house to be broken up. Therefore be ye also ready: for in 
such an hour as ye think not the Son of man cometh,” 
Matthew 24:43, 44. The children of the kingdom, even 
those in the graves, will hear the voice of the Master 
and come forth to meet the Lord in the air (1 Thessa- 
lonians 4:16, 17). God will not suffer the children of the 
kingdom to be subjected to the antichrist kingdom rule; 
He will keep them from the great tribulation (Revelation 
3:10; Isaiah 26:20, 21; Luke 21:36). For seven years the 
children of the kingdom will rejoice in the air, attending 
the marriage supper and crowning of Jesus as our King. 


The first view the world will see of the coming kingdom 
is when He comes as King of kings and Lord of lords upon 
the white horse, not the white horse of Revelation 6:1, 2, 
but the white horse of Revelation 19:11. “And I saw heav- 
en opened, and behold a white horse; and he that sat 
upon him was called Faithful and True, and in righteous- 
ness he doth judge and make war”; that is, the judgment 
of nations and the war with the antichrist that rides up- 
on the white horse of Revelation 6:1, 2. The children of 
the kingdom will become as a mighty army riding upon 
white horses, clothed in white linen, white and clean 
(Revelation 19:14). The white and clean linen is like that 
given to the bride of the Lamb at the Supper. “And to 
her was granted that she should be arrayed in fine linen, 
clean and white: for the fine linen is the righteousness of 
saints,” Revelation 19:8. The battle of Armageddon will 
take place when Christ returns upon a cloud (Revela- 
tion 14:14-20). The great river Euphrates will be dried 
up, that the way of the kings of the east might be pre- 
pared for the battle of that great day of God Almighty. 
And the antichrist will gather them together into a place 
called in the Hebrew tongue, Armageddon (Revelation 
16:12-16). The antichrist and the beast will be defeated 
and cast alive into a lake of fire (Revelation 19:20). The 
kings will be slain with the sword, and the fowls will be 
filled with their flesh (Revelation 19:21). The King of 
kings will witness the binding of the devil and see him 
cast into the bottomless pit and a seal put upon the pit 
for a thousand years (Revelation 20:1-3). 


JUDGMENT OF THE NATIONS 


The war is over, it is time to judge the nations. “Then 
shall he sit upon the throne of his glory,” Matthew 25:31. 
Before him shall come all nations; some have rejected 
the children of the kingdom and Israel, the Jews. He 
shall separate them one from another as a shepherd di- 
vides his sheep from the goats. The goats will be de- 
stroyed and go into everlasting punishment. The sheep 
nations that have done good unto God’s people, especially 
the Jews, will hear His holy command, “Come, ye blessed 
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of my Father, inherit the kingdom prepared for you from 
the foundation of the world” (Matthew 25:31-46). 

Bear in mind these nations inherit the kingdom. One 
does not inherit the spiritual kingdom; he must be born 
again to enter it. The young, rich ruler said, “What must 
I do to inherit eternal life?” The nations do not inherit 
eternal life as they will finally be destroyed with fire 
from God out of heaven (Revelation 20:9). They will live, 
build cities, and die during the thousand years’ reign; 
however, the saints will live and reign with Him a thou- 
sand years (Revelation 20:6). The people of the nations 
will be in their mortal bodies; they must come or send to 
Jerusalem for corn. The King of kings will be lord over 
all the earth. Joseph was the type of Christ, the breth- 
ren the type of the nations since great nations came 
from their tribes. Jerusalem will be the great storehouse 
of the nations. 

UPON THE THRONE OF DAVID 


THE LORD WILL SIT upon the throne of 
David to order his judgment and righteousness in the 
earth. Leading up to Jerusalem a “. . . highway shall be 
there, and a way, and it shall be called The way of holi- 
ness; the unclean shall not pass over it; but it shall be 
for those: . . . no lion shall be there, nor any ravenous 
beast shall go up thereon, it shall not be found there; but 
the redeemed shall walk there: And the ransomed of the 
Lord shall return, and come to Zion with songs and ever- 
lasting joy upon their heads: they shall obtain joy and 
gladness, and sorrow and sighing shall flee away.” Isaiah 
35:8-10. The only beasts permitted upon that highway 
will be those white horses bearing the saints of God and 
the King of kings. You mean to say that horses will go 
up to Jerusalem in that day? Yes, very true. “In that day 











shall there be upon the bells of the horses, HOLINESS 
UNTO THE LORD; and the pots in the Lord’s house shall 
be like the bowls before the altar,” Zechariah 14:20. The 
white holiness horses will ring those holiness bells as the 
saints are riding up to Jerusalem all dressed in white 
with crowns of gold and glory upon their heads. Jesus 
will establish His kingdom and reign upon the throne of 
David. The Temple will be rebuilt during the antichrist 
reign; his image will be set up in the Temple. The little 
stone cut out without hand will destroy the antichrist 
power in the earth and will reign until the last enemy is 
destroyed, which is death (Daniel 2:31-35; 1 Corinthians 
15:25, 26). 
HIS REIGN ON EARTH 

The reign of Christ, with the subjects of His kingdom, 
will be for one thousand years here upon this present 
earth. The centralized throne of Christ will be in Mount 
Zion, Jerusalem. “Then the moon shall be confounded, 
and the sun ashamed, when the Lord of hosts shall reign 
in mount Zion, and in Jerusalem, and before his ancients 
gloriously,” Isaiah 24:23. The reign will not be above the 
city but will be on the earth in and about the holy city. 
“And they went up on the breadth of the earth, and 
compassed the camp of the saints about, and the beloved 
city: and fire came down from God out of heaven, and 
devoured them,” Revelation 20:9. The nations went upon 
the earth, and compassed the city of Jerusalem and found 
the saints reigning with Christ upon the earth in the city. 
The reign will be for one thousand years (Revelation 
20:6). And the saints will reign upon the earth with 
Christ. “And hast made us unto our God kings and 
priests: and we shall reign on the earth,” Revelation 5:10. 

God’s meek children of the kingdom will inherit the 
earth during the millenium. “Blessed are the meek: for 
they shall inherit the earth,” Matthew 5:5. The saints 
that overcome will reign as kings and priests over the 
nations and have power to rule the nations and cities in 
numbers of five or ten. “And he that overcometh, and 
keepeth my works unto the end, to him will I give power 
over the nations (the sheep nations that are permitted 
to live during the kingdom age): And he shall rule them 
with a rod of iron; as the vessels of a potter shall they 
be broken to shivers: even as I received of my Father,” 
Revelation 2:26, 27. 

THE KINGDOM GLORY 


AS IN THE BEGINNING, in the garden of 
Eden, there will be no hurt in all His holy hill. Before 
Adam sinned the earth brought forth good things; there 
were no thorns and thistles (Genesis 3:18). To the best of 
our Bible knowledge, which is limited, the beasts of the 
earth were subject to Adam and there was no fear be- 
tween man and beast (Genesis 1:26). The kingdom will 
be somewhat like the peace in the valley of the garden 
of Eden. God’s glory will fill the earth as the waters 
cover the sea (Habakkuk 2:14). The waters would cover 
grass, trees, even hills of the earth; the glory of God will 
be found everywhere. The saints may wave their hands 
in the air and feel the glory passing between the fingers, 
let the hands drop down and they will seemingly feel 
the glory of God dripping from the tip of their fingers. 
Holiness will be triumph throughout the world; upon all 
the pots and bowls in Jerusalem will be written HOLI- 
NESS UNTO THE LORD. 
The white horses with holiness engraved upon the bells 
of the horses like unto a signet, will sound a note of 
praise unto the King sitting upon the throne of David. 
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Children of the blessed nations will live many hundreds 
of years; when a hundred years old they will be only 
children. “There shall be no more thence an infant of 
days, nor an old man that hath not filled his days: i*@ 
the child shall die an hundred years old; but the sinner 
being an hundred years old shall be accursed,” Isaiah 
65:20. I fancy the conversation between two mothers in 
that glorious day. One mother said to another, “When will 
Johnnie have his next birthday?” “Next week,” the moth- 
er replies, “he will be ninety-nine years old. I will be so 
glad when that child becomes one hundred.” Yes, one 
hundred years old and yet just a child. You will not hear 
such remarks as “Where is your old man?” The old men 
will become as infants of days and live to a ripe old age 
in the land full of the glory of God. 

We shall go out with joy, and be led forth with peace. 
The mountains will break forth with singing; the trees 
of the field will clap their hands. Instead of the thorns 
shall be the fir tree, instead of briers the myrtle tree 
(Isaiah 55:12, 13). There will be no more disobedient 
children; what a relief to the mothers! “And all thy chil- 
dren shall be taught of the Lord; and great shall be the 
peace of thy children,” Isaiah 54:13. The eyes shall not 
be dim and the ears of them that hear shall hearken 
(Isaiah 32:3). The eyes of the blind shall be opened, and 
the ears of the deaf shall be unstopped. The lame men 
shall leap, the tongue of the dumb shall sing. In the wil- 
derness water shall break out and streams of fresh water 
in the desert. The thirsty lands shall become springs of 
water (Isaiah 35:5-7). They shall build and inhabit hous- 
es, they shall plant vineyards, and eat the fruit thereof. 

The wolf and the lamb shall feed together and the lion 
shall eat straw like the bullock. The leopard shall lie down 
with the kid; the calf and the young lion and the fatling 
together; and a little child shall lead them (Isaiah 11:6, 
7; 65:21-25). I fancy that I hear the lamb say to the 
bear, “Mr. Bear, I cannot tell you the why, but I love 
you; I realize you have devoured my mother and father, 
yet I love you this day.” The bear says to the lamb, “Baby 
Lamb, I hardly know what has come over me, but I love 
you too; yesterday I would have had lamb chops for 
lunch.” I hear the lion say to the bullock as they eat 
straw together, “Mr. Bullock, only a few days ago I would 
have made hamburger meat out of you and enjoyed a 
porterhouse steak for lunch today, but something has 
come over me; Mr. Bullock, I love you truly.” The bullock 
says to the lion, “I love you too, but I cannot tell the 
why.” There shall not be any hurt in all the holy hill 
(Isaiah 11:6-9). 

REIGN FINISHED 

“Then cometh the end, when he shall have delivered up 
the kingdom to God, even the Father; when he shall have 
put down all rule and all authority and power. For he 
must reign, till he hath put all enemies under his feet. 
The last enemy that shall be destroyed is death,” 1 Cor- 
inthians 15:24-26. Christ will then become subject to him 
that put all things under him, that God may be all in 
all (1 Corinthians 15:28). We then become joint heirs 
with Christ and heirs of God and inherit all things. The 
devil will be loosed, his deceived nations will be de- 
stroyed by fire from God out of heaven (Revelation 20:9). 
Satan will be cast into the lake of fire (Revelation 20:10). 
The white throne judgment will open; the wicked dead 
will be judged and cast into the lake of fire (Revelation 
20:11-15). The old heaven and the earth will pass away 
and be no more (Revelation 20:11; 21:1). The holy city 
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will come down; the glory of the city shall be great (Rev- 
elation 21:11-21). The kings shall bring the glory of the 
nations into it (Revelation 21:26). 

From a great and high mountain I see the new city; it 
hath foundations; its builder and maker is God. Around 
the holy city I see the old heaven passing away with a 
great noise, and the elements melting with fervent heat, 
the earth and the works therein being burned up. In the 
midst of the city I see the throne of God and Him that 
sits thereon, and Jesus at His right hand. From beneath 
the throne I see a clear river issuing forth and stream- 
ing down through the city as a river of life. On either 
side of the river I see the tree of life; the leaves are for 
the healing of the nations. The saints will not have af- 
flicted bodies but there will be healing under the tree. 
The Bible declares that death will be the last enemy to be 
destroyed. “God shall wipe away all tears from their 
eyes; and there will be no more death, neither sorrow, 
nor crying, neither shall there be any more pain: for the 
former things are passed away,” Revelation 21:4. The 
leaves are for the healing and there shall be no more 
curse. The greatest healing service of all ages will take 
place that day, not from afflictions but from all ills. The 
sun will not light upon man; there will be no burden 
from heat. No night will be there, so no people will stum- 
ble in the dark. There will be no problems of securing 
candles; the need for light has been healed (Revelation 
22:1-5). 

The fruit will be in season at all times; there will be no 
foul weather to kill the fruit; it will be there on the 
tree of life every month. Healing will be in the air, no 
injury in all the holy mount, the city of God. Perhaps 
the glory of the nations brought into the city from the 
old earth will stand in need of healing that there be no 
curse in the city. For there shall in no wise enter into 
it anything that defileth (Revelation 21:27). The saved 
nations, nation of God’s holy people, will bring the glory 
of the earth into the city (Revelation 21:24-26). I see the 
saints of God having crowns of gold upon their heads; 
they assemble around the throne of God. They are re- 
moving their crowns and placing them at His feet, they 
form a prayer meeting and worship Him that sitteth up- 
on the throne (Revelation 4:4, 10). Amen.

others, keep them looking up instead of down, seeing the 
brighter side of things instead of the dark. 

SALT PRESERVES. Have you ever been around anyone 
butchering? If the meat is to be cured or smoked, it is 
salted first. Salt will cause the meat to keep or be pre- 
served. It works its way through to the marrow of the 


bone, and what person does not know the difference be- 
tween a fresh ham and a cured one? If we truly serve 
God and love Him, we can be happy, for we are promised 
in Romans 8:38, 39: “For I am persuaded, that neither 
death, nor life, nor angels, nor principalities, nor powers, 
nor things present, nor things to come, nor height, nor 
depth, nor any other creature, shall be able to separate 
us from the love of God, which is in Christ Jesus our Lord. 

Salt is no good to us if we leave it on the shelf and do 
not use it. We must be willing to be useful vessels in the 
Master’s hand. Salt must come in contact with that for 
which it is to be used. We are in the world and must rub 
shoulders with our fellow men daily. Let us not draw 
away from them as if they were poison, but let us be 
willing for them to see what Christ has done for us and 
can do for them also. 

Salt does not retain its original form when it is used; 
it hides itself in the thing it contacts. We should keep 
our lives so hidden in Christ and His work that we hardly 
retain our own identity. Salt does not weaken, but works 
as long as there is anything to work on. Let us keep 
working for Christ everyday, and pray for opportunities 
to witness for Him. He never fails to send someone to 
you that is needing spiritual help. If you will be LOOK- 
ING, you will find some way to help that one. 

Salt does not attract attention to itself; it is not color- 
ful like a tomato or radish, but it works without fanfare. 
So should we, “the weaker vessel,” do our bit for Christ; 
He will truly reward every effort that we put forth, for 
He takes note of them all.

point. Today, Christian people do not see that when they 
are exalting Caesar they are humbling God. 

We should keep in mind that Secularism is a personal 
fault before it can become a social evil.

What does it profit man to worry himself 
sick over the next generation and neglect his own soul? 
Let us first get at the. beam in our own eyes by placing 
it under the scrutinizing light of God’s eternal Word. We 
too often try to set our standards in comparison with 
reason and our fellowman, but we must not fail to con- 
tinually look humbly upon the greatness of God through 
his Holy Son, Jesus. 

Paul writes Timothy that she that liveth in pleasure is 
dead while she liveth. There is need to keep before us the 
fact that in this life only we determine the way we shall 
live for eternity. To live spiritually in eternity, we must 
live spiritually now. Our lives should be dedicated to our 
ultimate end.

path was steep and rugged, at the end 
it had the greater victory. 

As Christ had to make a choice, 
so do we have to make a similar one. 
It may not be the agony of the Gar- 
den or the cross, but each of us has a 
job to do, a decision to make, and a 
place to fill. Perhaps it is not some 
great position, but a task has been 
assigned each of us. It is up to us as 
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individuals to make the right choice 
even though at the time it seems the 
hardest. When a person buys a new 
car, the looks and outward design are 
not the only things that concern him 
but he also thinks of its lasting per- 
formance. When we have to make a 
decision, we must not only look at the 
beginning but also at the ending. Ask 
yourself this question, “Will this de- 
cision lead to victory or to defeat?” 
Each of us must live his own life, fill 


only one place now and in the life to 
come, so it is important what decision 
we make, for each one will affect us 
when we stand before God in the 
judgment. It is very important that 
we constantly live a life dedicated to 
God that we may know His will. 
Let us learn from Christ’s life and 
the decisions He made that the right 
choice is not always the easiest or less 
costly one, but it always brings the 
victory and the greater blessing. 
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SOBER STATISTICS TEMPER 
RELIGIOUS REVIVAL CLAIMS 
Evangelicals, somewhat wary of 
claims being made by religious lead- 
ers in the U.S. that we are, as a na- 
tion, enjoying an upsurge of religious 
interest, took little comfort from re- 
cent statistics out of Washington. 
Latest statistics tend to prove that 
there is little room for optimism. 
Some recently revealed shockers: 


1) Reports from David H. Stephens, 
chief postal inspector, show that ar- 
rests for postal crime reached an all- 
time high of 6,631 in the year ended 
June 30, an increase of 483 over the 
corresponding year before. Arrests for 
mailing obscene and unfit matter 
showed the greatest increase. Arrests 
for mail fraud were up 37 per cent 
over the previous year. There also was 
a striking increase in arrests for thefts 
from mail receptacles. Arrests actual- 
ly were up 54 per cent, in all cate- 
gories, over the year before. 

2) James V. Bennett, director of the 
U.S. Bureau of Prisons, reported that 
a total of 182,051 adult prisoners were 
serving sentences in federal prisons 
and reformatories for adult offenders 
at the end of 1954, an increase of 5.4 
per cent over those confined a year 
earlier, and the highest year-end pris- 
on population since statistics were be- 
gun in 1939. 

Mr. Bennett predicted that the pris- 
on population will continue to climb 
and urged Congress to appropriate $27 
million or two new maximum securi- 
ty institutions. Court commitments in 
1954 were up 9.1 per cent over 1953. 
Some 80,000 persons actually went to 
prison in 1954, with almost that many 
being released after having served 
their terms or on paroles for good be- 
haviour. 

3) There are hints from economic 
statistics put out by the Department 
of Commerce and other agencies that, 
in spite of the seeming prosperity (for 
a minority of the population), more 
families actually were in _ trouble. 
Credit authorities estimate that one 
family in five is head-over-heels in 
debt, while the number of bankrupt- 
cies has soared to a point that is al- 
most startling. Earlier this year, it 
was estimated that 75,000 persons 
would go into bankruptcy, but the fig- 
ures since have been revised upward 
sharply. It is believed by authorities 
that bankruptcies may pass the 80,000 
mark. This would be about 10,000 high- 
er than the number going into bank- 
ruptcy in 1932, when 70,000 bankrupt- 
cies were reported. 
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SOULWINNING PASTOR ACTIVE 
IN CANADIAN PARLIAMENT 

A Pentecostal — probably 
“the busiest preacher in all of Cana- 
da,” is playing a strategic role in Ca- 
nadian government affairs. At the 
same time this busy man successfully 
pastors a large church and conducts 
a six-station daily gospel broadcast. 

The pastor, Phil Gaglardi, was cho- 
sen as a cabinet member by the Prime 
Minister of British Columbia in 1952. 
Since then, as Minister of Highways, 
Gaglardi has lived a double life. 

From his office in the government 
buildings in Victoria, he directs the 
public works program of an area much 
larger than Texas and Oklahoma com- 
bined. Aside from administrative du- 
ties and the regular responsibilities as 
a member of Parliament, he travels 
100,000 miles annually to inspect and 
oversee the work of the Public Works 
Department. 

The amazing thing, say observers, 
is that a man can do all this and still 
successfully pastor a church. He does 
it by carefully dividing his week: two 
days at his church and five days at 
his government post. 

Ten years ago Pastor Gaglardi came 
to the city of Kamloops in the moun- 
tainous area of British Columbia. At 
that time Calvary Temple had 25 in 
Sunday school and eight in the congre- 
gation. Today he has the largest con- 
gregation in that city of 12,000. During 
the past year the Sunday School av- 
eraged 417, with a peak attendance of 
728. The church building has been en- 
larged five times in the past ten years.

LONGER SAVAGE PAGAN 





A savage headhunter chief from the 
jungles of Peru has become so soft- 
ened and sweet that now his “gentle- 
ness has made him great.” Tariri, 
once a proud chief of the Shaporas, 
delighted in collecting and shrinking 
human heads; today, two years after 
his conversion to Christ, he is trying 
to lead his people to the same peace 
and happiness he has found. 

Recently, at a garden party in Lima, 
in the presence of Peruvian govern- 
ment officials, Tariri expressed his 
profound faith in God. They were 
pleased to hear him declare his inten- 
tion to lead his people into Christian 
ways. He declared: “I have said that 
they shall not fight with anybody; 
they shall try to live in harmony, as 
God demands.”

While in Lima, Tariri, who had nev- 
er been to the capitol city before, was 
taken on a tour of a local newspaper 
(La Prensa), held a “press confer- 

nce” and used a telephone. His photo- 
aph and testimony became “hot 
photographers 


news” and press 
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dogged his trail for several days. 

In his press conference Tariri said: 
“...I1 thank God that I have been 
converted as a son of the true God 
(he then quoted John 1:12) and that 
I have been able to come to Lima and 
to talk with the powerful men of the 
Peruvian nation.” (He had been in- 
terviewed by Col. Carlos Gonsales Ig- 
lesia, minister of education, and Gen. 
Carlos Moya, chief of aeronautics, 
among others.) 

After being introduced to the tele- 
phone (he called Wycliffe missionary 
Rachel Saint and begged her to come 
to his tribe and “teach God’s Words”) 
by missionary Laura Anderson, he re- 
ported: “This is very pretty. One talks 
very close to the ear and it doesn’t 
allow anyone else to hear what we talk 
about.” 

While talking with the minister of 
education, Tariri promised “he would 
not permit any more crimes, much 
less shrinking of heads of enemies.aft- 
er they are killed.” He said: “Anyone 
who kills from now on I will punish 
very severely. I know it will cost me 
much work to eliminate these crimes, 
but I will try that no more shall take 
place.” 

Tariri associates all civilized per- 
sons with Christianity. One moment 
of tension was experienced by his mis- 
sionary guides while visiting the news- 
paper office. Looking around the pro- 
duction rooms he noticed that many 
of the men were smoking. Finally, his 
amazement caused him to inquire, 
“Why do they smoke? Don’t you all 
obey the orders of God?” 

Tobacco had been Tariri’s besetting 
sin. In his testimony, contrasting his 
former life, he says: “Now my deport- 
ment is good and I live content. Now I 
drink no more, nor do I drink tobac- 
co juice.” Since his conversion, Tariri 
has “ordered that my people burn all 
the tobacco that they have.” Did they 
do it? Tariri, his face wreathed in a 
heartwarming smile says: “They have 
disposed of it EVEN TO THE SEEDS.”

The Honorable Arthur B. Langlie, 
Governor of the State of Washington, 
will be the featured speaker for the 
Friday night, October 7th, session of 
the National Sunday School Conven- 
tion sponsored by the National Sun- 
day School Association, in Spokane, 
Washington.

Aside from the Word of God, history is one of the most 
reliable sources of truth. However, the reliability of a 
work in history is determined by the historian—his ac- 
cess to source material, his diligence in searching these 
records, and his objectivity in evaluating the facts that 
are available. Like a Mighty Army is the work of a true 
historian. There is evidence of a diligent search for all 
records and a thorough study of the facts. At points the 
author is understandably biased in his conclusions; nev- 
ertheless, they are supported by true facts. It is a work 
of history that will stand on its own merit. 

The book is written in an interesting, moving style that 
is easy to read. The dramatic action that constitutes 
the subject of the book is adequately portrayed, but never 
to the point of being melodramatic. The subject matter 
follows a general progression of time rather than follow- 
ing one particular subject or idea to its conclusion, then 
doubling back to pick up another. In this way when the 
reader finishes a section he has a complete picture up 
to that point in time. It does not labor over details, but 
pointedly elevates the important subjects so they stand 
out as beacon lights to guide the reader along the true 
path, and the details fall into their proper place of im- 
portance. 

This book is of particular value to those interested in 
the history of the Church of God and the present day 
Pentecostal movement in general. It is of value to the 
student of church history who is interested in placing 
all factors of the work of the Church in their proper 
perspective. It is of value to the theologian and student 
of the Word of God who is interested in the unfolding 
of the truth of the fullness of the gospel of Jesus Christ 
by the manifestation of the Holy Ghost. It is of value to 
the Church as a discipline, that through a study of its 
own mistakes and errors, it might be on the alert to 
correct those situations that are undesirable. It is of value 
to the leadership of the Church as a teacher, that by a 
study of its pages they might be taught how to deal with 
problems that will arise in the future. It is of value to 
the laity as a source of inspiration that they might rea- 
lize what the Spirit of the Lord has wrought in these 
last days among those who have yielded their lives to 
Him and followed His leadership. It is a work of great 
value by a worthy man under the guidance of the Holy
